ignored an order to appear and ez- 
plain his strike order. 

The first explanation of this inci-

The measure was directed only at the 
south because of the insignificant 
republican strength in those states.

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KILLING THE GOOSE. 


The United States department of 
commerce reports that foreign na- 
tions are showing a spirited demand 
for American products, raw and 
manufactured. 

From Canada to Australia the 
demand is increasing for those 
basic. products of American indus- 
try, the exportation of which in 
the past has made this one of the 
richest nations in the world—a 
veritable El Dorado to the older 
and slower, and commercially less 
progressive nations across both 
waters. 

‘And in this there is the strong- 
est possible argument against the 
enactment of the permanent tariff 
bill which is now being tossed 
about on a stormy sea in the sen- 
ate. 

The United States is the greatest 
producing nation in the world. She 
must sell at least 40 pék cent of 
her products, in either raw or man- 
ufactured forms, abroad, in order 
to secure an adequate return to the 
producers under the immutable 
law of supply and demand. 

The people of this country can 
“live” at home. They can build a 
Chinese wall around the borders 
and keep from actual starvation. 
But the reward of toil and skill and 
science should be more than a mere 
community existence. And the 
American people have prospered 
because their products have found 
sufficient markets abroad to main- 
tain a balance of trade, and to yield 
to the producer and to the manu- 
facturer, just and equitable com- 
pensations for their labors. 

This cannot be done without the 
development of foreign trade rela- 
tions. That has been forcibly il- 
lustrated in the post-war depression 
that has tried'the very souls of the 
American people, following the fail- 
ure of ratification of the treaty of 
Versailles, and the closing of for- 
eign markets to American products 
as a sequence. 

The permanent tariff bill, de- 
signed to “protect” large manufae- 
turing “interests in this country, 
means nothing more nor less than 
building a tariff wall on the two 
coasts, preventing foreign goods 
from coming in, and correspond- 
ingly domestic goods from going 
out. ' 

Bottoms cannot and will not 
carry a cargo one way and ballast 
the other; nor will nations buy 
where they cannot sell. 

The report of increased activ- 
ities therefore in foreign trade 
makes all the stronger the argu- 


~-ment against enactment of a high 


protective tariff that can only serve 
to lock the doors of the foreign im- 
porters to American products. 


AN ERROR IN TITLES. 

The Constitution presents -else- 
where upon this page a self-explan- 
atory communication from Clifford 
H. Hay, Thomasville, Ga., solicitor- 
general for the’ southern Georgia 
circuit, calling our attention to an 
editorial, headed “The Echols Dyna- 
miters,” that appeared in these col- 
umns last Sunday, and which obvi- 
ously did Mr. Hay an injustice. 

While the communication explains 
itself, the manner in which the ed- 
{torial error with which it deals was 
committed calls for explanation on 
our part; and, as Mr. Hay says 
that, “as to what efforts you will 
make to undo the wrong you have 
done me . .-. I will leave 
it to your own sense of feirness and 
right.” The Constitution's “sense of 
fairness and right” prompts it to 
offer such explanation and to ex- 
press its sincere and profound re- 
gret at having unwittingly commit- 
ted itself to a printed statement 
that puts him in a false light be- 
fore. the public.

The type made The Constitution 
say “solicitor-general” instead of 
“county court solicitor”’—clearly an 
error on the part of The Constitu- 


tion, committed through an inad-/ 


vertent confusion of official titles, 
and certainly with no intent to con- 
vey a false impression or to do any 
man an injury. 

It was to the “county court so- 
licitor,” and not to the “solicitor- 
general” within whose jurisdiction 
the vat dynamiting outrages in 
south Georgia have taken place, 
that our criticism was directed; 
and, while we deeply deplore the 
occasion for Solicitor-General Hay’s 
communication, it ‘affords us pleas- 
ure to correct the typographical er- 
ror to which he calls our attention, 
to set him right before the people 
of Georgia and to commend his 
record as a prosecutor of anti-tick 
eradication outlaws. An official 
who is faithful to his obligations 
and one who is not afraid to dis- 
charge his sworn duty is-an asset 
to any community.

HOW TO CHOOSE A DOCTOR. 

Among the many suggestions read- 
ers have been kind enough to present 
for taiks are few which seem so dif- 
ticult that we neatly and cordially 
avoid them.

Third, when you find him out of 
town he is attending a medical meet- 
ing or taking a brief post \graduate 
course. . 

Fourth, he is a great fellow to 
suggest consuliations, or to refer you 
to some colleague for a special ex- 
amination, or, if you up and die, to 
ask permission to have a necropsy. 
In other words. he never gets through 
studying medicine. That is why he 
huys so many medical books and sub- 
scribes to so many of the high-priced 
medical journals. 

_Fifth, he prescribed simple medi- 
cines, prepared for your particular 
requirements at this particular time, 
and not ready-made stuff which some 
agent has recently sampled the local 
profession with. Or, perhaps, he 
prescribes no medicine at all, but 
merely lays down some rules for your 
guidance. 

Sixth he never guarantees or 
promises a cure under any circum- 
stances whatever. He could not do so 
and be honest 

Seventh, he is invariably a stickler 
for the much-ridiculed principles of 
eonduct which explains the present 
high estate of medicine—medical 
ethics. 

Eighth, beir.g an hunest laborer, he 
deems himself worthy of hire, and 
re is not backward about coming for- 
ward when he wants it. 

Ninth, he never puts a patient off 
with the evasion, “weak lungs.” 
Nor does perpetrate the near diag- 
nosis, “catarrh.”” On the contrary,

There is no question about that 
statement, if the facts are analyzed. 

Who wants to see the coastal plains 
of Georgia covered with razor-back 
hogs and scrawny little steers again? 

And what agency has contributed 
most in making Georgia one of the 
six leading pure-bred stock growing 
states in the union? 

What agency has kept down pests, 
even to the extent of controlling most 
of the enemies of the great fruit in- 
dustry in this state? 

And where is there a state in the 
cotton belt whose department of en- 
tomology has worked any more faith- 
fully, intelligently and successfully 
with the boll weevil? 

The market bureau has potential 
possibilities if they are ever fully de- 
veloped.

If it doesn’t render a service that 
is an actual asset to the producing 
interests of Georgia commensurate with 
the $100,000 a year appropriation, 
then the legislature should reorganize 
the whole thing—or abolish it. 

But there is no sense in cussing 
out the market bureau simply to ap- 
pease the political appetite of some 
enemy of J. J. Brown— 

Or to gratify the whim of some 
friend of some other man who aspires, 
according to his unquestioned right, to 
serve the people as commissioner of 
agriculture. é

The activity of the department of 
agriculture in the organization of 
co-operative marketing associations 
during the past year has been worth 
to Georgia several times the salary 
paid to Senator Jim Mills and to 
others engaged in that work, whose 
connections with departmental activi- 
ties have been criticized. 

And yet, in the face of all of this, 
if there is graft in the department of 
agriculture it should be exposed. 

If there are any men—newspaper- 
men, publicists, politicians; or what 
not—carriéd on the payroll of this, 
or any other department, where no 
commensurate services are rendered 
except “political influence,” they 
should not only be dropped, but the 
voters, of Georgia would have a very 
serious provocation for dropping the 
man or men responsible for such a 
condition.

Beginning Thursday life guards at 
the five principal public swimming 
pools in Atlanta's parks will undergo 
regulation drills twice weekly with 
lungmotor apparatus provided by the 
city as a precaution against drowning 
of bathers in the pools.

BITS OF NEW YORK LIFE |

New York, July 5.—Tin Pan alley, 
like its lyrical refrains, has its joys 
and sorrows. Obscure youths with a 
flair for popular ditties are suddenly 
showered with gold. Broadway wel- 
comes them with open arms. In the 
dazzling new world the gleaners of 
the white way are soon on the trail. 

Four composers whose tunes were 
whistled in every city and hamlet 
have in the past few days fallen upon 
evil days. Still another—the com- 
poser of 50 successful songs—died 
friendless in the charity ward of the 
bleak Blackwell Island Charity Hos- 
pital. 

It is possible to count on the fin- 
gers of one hand song writers who 
have made fortunes and kept them. 
The two most notable examples are 
Irving Berlin and Gene Buck. The 
Society of Authors, Composers and 
Publishers has voted donations 
amounting to $1,500 to indigent com- 
posers during the past month. 

The money-comes suddenly and Broad- 
way has its hale fellows who are ever 
ready to aid in the spending. ‘There 
are quite a few composers and lyric- 
ists who have dashed off a song in a 
publishing house stall in a single af- 
ternoon and received royalties of more 
than $50,000. °* 

Because of this miracle, they be- 
lieve that they can do the same thing 
almost any afternoon they gather 
around the piano. The truth is that 
no composer rarely ever has more 
than four distinct song hita. A hit, 
incidentally, is not a mere successful 
song. It means that the sales must 
amount te more than 100,000 copies. 

In a Forty-Second street theater 
foyer after the show’ the other night 
I recognized a composer who once 
accepted the bows with the dibrettist 
of a reigning musical comedy hit. He 
was wearing a faded sweater and run 
over shoes and ealled out the song 


numbers in the play, copies of which 
he sold, as the audience passed out. 


This school story is going the rounds, 
There are many credits for it but 
Frank Craven is said to have told it 
first along Broadway to F. P..A-:

By a vote of 35 to 1, the senate 


J. R. Thomas, of the third district, 


taking away from judges of the courts 


of the state discretion in the assign- 
ment of cases, and making it manda- 
tory upon them to try all cases as they 
appear on the docket.. The provision 
was inserted so that criminal cases 


may still take precedence over civil: 


cases. Several senators spoke for the 
measure. 

Senator Pope, of the forty-fourth 
district, offered a bill providing for 
biennial sessions of the general as- 
sembly. It went to the committee on 
constitutional amendments for consid- 
eration. 

A bill by Senators Golucke, of the 
nineteenth, and Clay, of the thirty- 
ninth, would prohibit any county in 


'} Georgia from levying taxes for any 
}and all purposes in excess of fifteen 


mills. This is a constitutional amend- 
ment and would be submitted to the 
people at the next general election in 
event of its passage. 

Discussing the measure, Senator 
Clay declared it was designed to pull 
a great many of the counties out of 
the hole financially. 

The abolition of the office of attor- 
ney for the state highway cepartment 
and vesting of his duties in the state 
attorney-general was sought in a bill 
offered by Senator Johns, of the twen- 
ty-seventh district. Mr. Johns said 
there was no occasion for the state 
to pay an attorney for the highway 
commission “when the attorney-gen- 
eral has plenty of time to attend to 
his duties.” 

Debate Wemble Bill. 

The senate at the time of its ad- 
journment at 1 o’clock was debat- 
ing the bill of Senator Womble to 
make all county officers in the state 
elective for two years instead of for 
four-year terms. This measure was on 
its passage and will be taken up 
Thursday as unfinished business. 

Senator Bellah, of the forty-second 
district, introduced a@ measure which 
he told the senate would have a far- 
reaching effect in the institution of 
divorce suits in Georgia., lt requires 
solicitor-generals to represent. the 
state at all hearings ‘p uncontested 
divorce cases in their districts in order 
to see that tha, gruunds on whch the 
suits were brogtht are legal and are 
sustained by proof. For each appear- 
ance the solicitor-generals would re- 
ceive a fee of $5 to be paid by the pe- 
titioner for divorce at the time suit 
was filed. 

Bellah’s Bills. 

Senator Bellah introduced two 
other bills, one repealing an act cre- 
ating a county court in Chattooga 
county, and the other establishing the 
city court of Summerville in that 
county. 

Other bills introduced were: 

By Senator Johns: To repeal the 
act of 1904, regulating investment 
companies in Georgia. 

By Senator Williams: To move the 
county of Irwin from the Tift judi- 
cial circuit and place it in the Cor- 
dele circuit.

Arrests in June; 


Collections, $15,842 


A total of $15,842.25 was collected 
by the police department in June from 
all sources, according to the report 
ef Secretary W. T. Morris to Police 
Chief James L. Beavers, Wednesday. 
This represented $15,491.25 in fines 
and costs in recorder’s court, $300 in 
forfeited bonds and various miscel- 


laneous items. 
The number of arrests during the 


month totalled, the report shows, , 


2,725, of which 1,746 were fined be-' 
fore the recorder and 213 bound over 
to the state courts. The dmount of 
fines worked out in the stockade and 
on the streets totalled $3,017.25 

White men again led in the number 
of arrests, there being 1,198 white 
males jailed and 140 negro men, ac- 
cording to the figures on, the report, 
which also showed that 354 negro 
women and 141 white women were 
arrested during the month. 

Of those arrested, 254 
had no particular occupation, 802 
were laborers, 145 chauffeurs, 121 
clerks, 132 housekeepers, 13 lawyers 
and four special officers, the report 
shows. 

A total of $10,904.87 worth of 
stolen goods were recovered by the 
department during June, of which 
$6,243.87 was the work of detectives, 
while the uniformed men recovered 
$4,661. 

There were 31 automobiles report- 
ed to the police as, stolen, nine of 
which were recovered. There were 
1,696 emergency calls received and 
answered and 75 automobile and five 
street car accidents investigated. 

The report also shows there were 
five collisions between street cars and 
automobiles. These accidents resulted 
in the injury of 45 people, according 
to the report. 

Two murders, one suicide and two 
attempted suicides; 30 burglaries, 
three hold-ups and one attempt, and 
three “purse-snatchings” were listed 
among the emergency calls investi- 
gated. 

Of those bound over to the state 
courts for trial; 56 were for violating 
the prohibition laws, 19 alleged bur- 
glaries, 36 charged with larceny and 
13 for vagrancy. 

Blanket charges of diserderly con- 
duct were made againsts 1,375, while 
511 were charged with drunkenness— 
a little more than 16 drunks a day 
average; 266 were charged with vio- 
lating the traffic ordinances and 123 
arrested for speeding.

Senators Brown,-of the 50th, and 
Thomas, of the 3rd, introduced a bill 
‘to do away with the bureau o*% mar- 
kets and divert its appropriation of 
£103,000 toward supplying free school 
books to the children of Georgia, and 
asked that the measure be referred 
to the committee on education and 
public schools. 

They charged that Senator J. H. 
Mills, chairman of the agricultural 
cummittee, is on the pay rolls of the 
department of agriculture, and for 
this reason and for the further rea- 
sen that their bill related directly 
to schools, they urged that it be sent 
to the educational committee. 

Defeat met this phase of their fight 
ana the senate voted 25 to 5 to refer 
the bill to the committee on agricu:- 
ture, 

Ask For Information. 

Then the two senators introduced a 
resolution calling on Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown to supply 
The senate with certain information, 
including the addresses of all em- 
ployees of his department, the salaries 
or fees paid each, a complete list of 
oil and fertilizer inspectors and their 
salaries or fees, @ statement of the 
disposition of cotton samples and 
other samples received by the depart- 
ment and disposition of the proceeds, 
end other information. The resoiu- 
— was laid on the table for a 
day 

Commissioner Brown stated fol- 
lowing the senate’s adjournment Wee 
nesday that he has employed a firm 
of certified accountants to audit the 
department of agriculture and pre- 
pare reports of any information 
which the senate or house might ee- 
sire. 

Replying to charges ‘that Senator 
Mills is an employee of the depart- 
ment, he said Mr. Mills had been 
with the department four years, and 
was connected with it at the time 
he was elected senater, He stated 
that Senator Mills is supervisor of 
co-operaive marketing but holds neo 
commission as an official. During 
the fifty days the legislature is in 
session and Mr. Mills is away from 
his duties with the department he 
draws no pay as an employee, accord- 
ing to the Commissioner. 

Duties of Mr. iMIlls. 

“Among other duties performed by 

Mr. Mills,” continued Mr. Brown, 
“he was in charge of organizing the 
Georgia Cane Growers’ associution, 
whieh later secured a loan of $35,000 
from the war finance corporation, and 
his assistance has been of value in 
organizing the Cotton Growers’ asso- 
ciation.” 

When Senators Brown and Thomas 
offered their bill Senator Pat Camp- 


declaration:

BAKING THE HAIR. | 

Last week when we were discussing 
permanent hair waving we got as far 
as the metal curlers around which 
strands of the hair were tied. When 
all these are in place the attendant 
brings out an instrument that looks ex- 
actly like a monkey wrench, holds the 
curler with a pair of plyers and gives 
it a twist to pull the hair still more 
tightly around the metal rod. As the 
hair has been tied against the head 
none of this hurts, though it looks and 
Sounds painful. 

A second attendant now appears 
carrying armloads of cardboard 
“spools,” the size and shape of large 
candles. They are made of a special 
steam proof cardboard. She takes 
small discs of steam proof cardboard, 
each dise slit and with a smal! hole 
in the center and slips several over 
each strand of hair against the scalp. 
This is to protect the scalp from 
the heat. 

Next she takes strips of thick, white 
cotton flannel soaked in a borax prep- 
aration and so saturated that they 
are almost crumbling apart. A strip 
is twisted over the hair and curler 
and the hollow cardboard spool is slip- 
ped over this, holding the whole thing 
in place. The end of the spool, 
which is wet, is then tied down very 
tightly next.to the head. Being wet 
it closes so tightly no steam can es- 
cape. The other end has already 
been so closed. 

The hair is now ready for the last 
stage. The curious instrument that 
looks strangely like an octopus is 
lowered from the ceiling and the elec- 
tric spools are slipped over the card- 
board ones.

George Duncan, of England, who 
tied with James Barnes, of New York, 
defending champion in the coming 
meet, for second place in the British 
open, and Abe Mitchell, the famous 
British long driver, landed in America 
today to enter the contest, but J. H.

Amateurs have not shone in the 
open event, except during the period 
from 1913 to 1916. Francis Ouimet 
was the first amateur to take the lead 
from the professionals, defeating Var- 
don and Ray in the play off of a 
triple tie. The next year, 1914. Chick 
Evans failed by one stroke of tying 
Walter Hagen, while in 1915 Jerome 
D. Travers won and in 1916 Evans 
took the laurels with the record of 
286, holding over the title for three 
years during the war. 

By Saturday, it is expected that 
nearly all the contestants will be at 
Skokie ready for the fray. Those who 
qualify on Monday and Tuesday. will 
have a rest period until Thursday.

IN SPITE OF 
HANDICAP 


Columbia, Mo., July 5.—Although 
physically handicapped in boyhood— 
it was said he would not be able to 
walk again—Brutus Kerr Hamilton 
has finished one of the greatest versa- 
tile college athletic careers by grad- 
uating from the University of Mis- 
souri this year. 

Hamilton, who holds the American 
decathlon and pentathlon champion- 
ships suffered from a disease of the 
hip when he was 10 years old, it was 
learned today, and a physician told his 
arents there was no hope for the 

y's recovery. The youth’s left leg 
was said to be more than an inch 
shorter than the right leg. But he 
was cured of his physical handicap. 
He entered high school and by sheer 
perseverance and will power, he at- 
tained many honors on track .and 
field. Matriculating into the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, the star high school 
athlete came under the eye of Coach 
Bob Simpson, the world’s greatest 
hurdle in his college days. 

Seeing his versatility, Coach Simp- 
son continued the development of 
Hamilton as an all-round athlete. 
Hamilton always finished high in pole 
vaulting, broad and high jumping, 
shot putting, discus and javelin 
throwing, sprinting and hurling, and 
carried away many victories for the 
University of Missouri in meets. Be- 
sides, he was captain of the varsity 
Tiger football eleven last year. He 
also participated in the olympic games 
at Antwerp in 1920. 

Not only did he excel in athletics, 
but he graduated with next to the 
highest honors in his class in scholas- 
tic work.

The followers of boxing stars in the 


local firmament are due for, a big 
treat tonight when Freddie Boorde 
and Lew. Silver go into action at 
Ponce dé.Leon ball park to batter and 
punch away all doubts as to who. is 
the .best featherweight in the local 
field. This battle was postponed from 
the night of July 3, when the hard 


rainstorm that afternoon, that per- 
sisted until almost dark, flooded the 
ball park—and dampened the ardor of 
the fight fans who had determined to 
see this battle at most any cost. 

The American Legion fight com- 
mittee and Walk Miller had a long 
pow-wow..as. to whether the fight 
would be held on the Fourth or later, 
and it was decided that it would be 
better to hold: the fight tonight, be: 
cause most of the patrons and pros- 
pective patrons of: this engagement 
had already made their plans for their 
Independence day. celebration. . So to- 
night it is, and the fighters are in 
wonderful shape for the gong, and’a 
large crowd is expected.. 

On Tuesday the fighters weighed ix 
and Lew Silver weighed 1261-4 and 
Boorde weighed 126 1-4, and the man- 
agers of the fighters say that these 
will approximate the weights of the 
fighters when they step into the 
squared circle tonight. ' 

Interest Running High. 

The interest in this bout has been 
increasing ever since Boorde won #& 
decision over Silver in 10 rounds about 
two weeks ago at Poncey. On this 
occasion Silver did not put up his 
usual type of battle, and Boorde piled 
up enough points in the opening 
rounds to more’ than offset the late 
rally that Silver broke out after the 
eighth round. 

Silver is the type of fighter that 
fights best when in the lead—and, ac- 
cording to his manager, Max Abelson, 
he is going to step right_out tonight 
and try to end the battle as soon as 
possible. Silver has a large following 
that believe that he is the best man of 
his weight ‘that has ever developed 
locally—and if he stays with the 
game there is no question but that he 
has a great future. He has only 
fought a very few battles as a pro- 
fessional—tless than a dozen all told— 
and, of course, his inexperience is go- 
ing to sométhing of a hardship 
against a brainy and crafty fighter 
like Boorde. “ 

Boorde has more actual ring knowl- 
edge than any of the other local pu- 
giliste, with the possible exception of 
the old master, Jake Abel, and he is 
a clever boxer andhehas a _ heart like 
a lion. His main fault in the past 
has been that he would not get into 
condition for a fight. He would de- 
pend on-his science and knowledge to 
put over his victories, and when this 
would not, produce. Freddie took the 
loser’s end and refused to worry. 

For this fight, however, he is in con- 
dition. He has trained off about six 
or eight pounds of surplus flesh that 
he usually earried into the ring with 
him, and he has quit smoking and he 
has started sleeping regularly. For 
this renson the backers of this fighter 
have large hopes of collecting on this 
hard work that Freddie has _ been 
doing. 

That King’s Ransom. 

It has been reported that there 
has been a “king’s ransom;” however 
much or little this is, has been 
wagered on the result of the fight. 
This correspondent has been knowing 
for a long time of $1,000 that was 
offered as a side bet on the outcome of 


‘the fight—but whether this has been 


covered or not, we are not aware. 
After the previous fight between 
these two warriors, one of Silver’s ad- 
mirers rushed up to Walk Miller and 
offered to lay Walk a thousand dol- 
lars, even, that Silver could whip 
Freddie. Walk, always a good busi- 
ness man and a promoter par-excel- 
dence, saw the ssibilities for this 
fight around the Fourth of Jyly, and 
the articles were drawn up signed, 
and tonight’s battle. is on@ of the 
direct results of this big money talk. 
There was a long-winded and more 
or less tiresome argument as to who 
would be the third man in the ring, 
and it was finally decided that they 
would depend on three judges to ren- 
der the decision, if one was necessary. 
Major A. L. Pendleton, T. T. Williams 
and Robert H. Martin were selected 
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by the fighter’s managers, and Fuzzy 
Woodruff, who is chairman of the le 
giom fight committee, and these three 
will have complete charge of the bat- 
tle.

Just what the three-judge system 
will do—and whether it will work 
or not—we are not able to state, but 
with the type of sportsmen selected, 
and knowing that each one of these 
knows a “square shooter,” in addition 
to being of this classification them- 
selves, there is no reason why this 
three-judge system will not work to 
perfection. Personally this writer is| 
against the jndge,system for the prize 
ring—but still, when fighters and 
managers and followers are fearful 
that they will be tossed into the wide- 
deép and briny ocean for their 
chances and money in a case of this 
kind—something had to be doné, and 
this solution was the only agreeable 
one to all concerned. os

WHEAT DECLINES 


Chicago, July 3—Auspicious 
weather conditions in the spring crop 
belt had a bearish influence today on 
the market here, and so likewise did 
reports from Minneapolis that flour 
business had been cut in two. Prices 
closed nervous with September $1.16- 
1-4 to 1.163-8 and December $1.19 
to 1191-8; corn gained 1-2@5-8 to 
7-8, and oats a shade to 1-2c. Pro- 
visions dropped 12 to 42c¢ dectine. A 
leading crop report was quoted to the 
effect that the lateness of black rust 
hed improved crop chances. 

Export demand for wheat was ae- 
scribed as slow. Nevertheless, New 
Orleans was outbidding Chicago 21-2 
to 3c for new wheat at Various points 
in Illinois and was getting the bulk 
of light country offerings in the wes: 
aad southwest. However, supplies ox 
ocean passage showed an increase of 
~.656,000 bushels for last week, and 
besides a break im foreign exchange 
rates tended more or less to restrict 
purchasing for Europe. 

Corn and oats displayed consider- 
able strength on need of rain in im- 
pertant corn producing territory. 
Provisions responded to hogs, which 
declined.

New York, July 5.—The excited advance of Monday was followed 
by reactions in the cotton market today. October contracts, which had 
sold at 23.26 after the publication of the government’s crop report on 
Monday afternoon, broke to 22.60 late this morning, making a ‘net de- | 
cline of 53 points. At this level, however, there appeared to be a little 
more buying, and there were partial recoveries during the afternoon, 
with October closing at 22.90, or 30 points up from the lowest. The 
general market closed steady at a net decline of. 20 to 42 points. | 

The market opened barely steady at a decline of_15 to 32 points 
under liquidation by buyers of Monday who, were evidently disappointed 
by the relatively poor cables and rather a better early weather map than 
expected. 

There was enough covering or buying on the bullish crop figures 
of .Monday to cause moderate rallies from time to time daring the 
morning, but they all seemed to meet increased selling or liquidation, 
and before there was anything more than a temporary halt in the de- 
cline active months were selling some 53 to 62 points net lower, or 
about 65 points below Monday’s high records. : 

Around 22.68 for July and 22.40 for December, there appeared to be 
a little more trade buying, however, and the market was firmer during 
the afternoon on reports of too much rain in eastern belt sections, and 
rumors that additional ocean freight room for 8,000 bales had been 
booked for shipment of cotton out of New York. 

July closed at 22.90 and December at 22.65, or about 25 to 30 points 
up from the lowest on the more active months. 

The unsettled German financia] situation was considered a factor 
on the early decline, but the main feature, according to local brokers, 
was liquidation by people who had bought on Monday in expectations 
that small crop figures would start general foreign trade buying in 
Liverpool over the holiday. 

Exports for the day were 9,918 bales, making 5,822,008 so far this 
season. Port receipts today were 3,779 bales. United States port 
stocks 631,053 bales.

Failyres Ebb. 

Failures and failure liabilities continue to 
ebb, the latter mere quickly than the for- 
mer, and comparisons with a year ago, 
though still unfavorable, tend to improve 
as the months advance and the unmistakable 
improvement in underlying conditions De- 
comes more manifest. June failures in num- 


ber were the smallest recorded in any 
month since last September, while liabili- 
ties were the lightest of any month since 
Uctober, 1920. saiiures and liabilities for 
the second quarter of this year also make 
an especially favorable contrast with the 
totals for the first three months eof this 


year. 

The totals for the half year ending with 
June 30, however, constitute new high rec- 
ords in Bradstreet’s history of failures. Evi- 
dences of continuance of strain in business 
are found in the high proportion of assets 
to liabilities reported in the first half year, 
which have been exceeded omy twice in a 
period of forty-three years. The preponder- 
ance of failures at the south is still a mat- 
ter of note, but the proportion of liabili- 
ties in the middle Atlantic states is slightly 
in excess of that at the south. 

There were 1,656 failures in June, a de- 
crease of 6.7 per cent from the total for 
May and of 40 per cent from the peak point 
of January this year, but 19 per cent in 
excess of June a year ago. Liabilities for 
June were $38,412,782, a decrease of 2U per 
cent from May sand of 30 per cent from 
June a year ago, while only siightly more 
than one-third those of the peak month of 
January. Failures and liabilities in June 
were about four times the number and value 
of those of the low-water month of June, 
1919. 

The improvement noted in the past three 
months is shown by the fact that failures, 
which totalled 5,855 in the second quarter, 
were 24 per cent below those of the first 
quarter, 13 per cent below those of the 
tourth quarter of 1921, and 12 per cent be- 
jow the total in the first quarter of 1915, 
although 30 per cent more numerous than 
in the second quarter of 1921, and the fourth 
largest quarterly total ever recorded, Lia- 
bilities for the second quarter, §$150,706,054, 
were 31 per cent less than the peak liawnili- 
ties in the first quarter of this year and 3 
per cent less than in the second quarter of 


1921. 

The half year’s total of failures, 12,476, 
was 37 per cent larger than that recorded 
in the same period a year ago, and 16 per 
cent larger than in the first half of 1915, 
while over four times the totals reported 
in the first halves of 1919 or 1920. Liabili- 
ties for the past six months totalled $304,- 
171,740, an increase of only 1.9 per cent 
over the like period last year, but over 
five times what they were in the first half 
of 1919, the low water month for the twelve 
years between 1907 and 1922. The pergent- 
age of assets to liabilities in the first half 
of this year, 59.8 per cent, compared with 
ov.5 per cent in 1921, 48.1 per cent in 1919, 
60.5 per cent in 1915 and 61 per cent in 
1803. 

New New York city had 1,357 failures 
in the first half of this year, an increase 
of 45 per cent over the like portion of 1921. 
Manhattan and Bronx had only 997, an in- 
crease of only, 20 per cent over last year. 
Liabilities for the first six months in Man- 
hattan and Bronx totalled $63,718,957, an 
increase of only 7 per cent over the first 
half of 1921. 

Canadian failures for the first half of 
this year totalled 1,635, with liabilities of 
$30,068,829, increases of respectively 70 and 
38 per cent over the first half of 1921.

Sellers Wednesday afternoon de- 
clared the fight occurred when J. W. 
Strickland and his wife, and W. E. 
Strickland, a brother, attempted to 
forcibly take bis watch and $15 in 
money which he had in his trousers’ 
pockets, in payment for whisky which 
Sellers claims he bought from Mr. and 
Mrs. Strickland, and for which he 
said he bad already paid $1.60. 

Sellers and his son, Lee, both room 
at 85 East Hunter street, he stated. 
His wife and another child are in 
Knoxville, Tenn., where he had bought 
a home. 

According to Sellers’ version of the 
fight, he was invited into the Strick- 
land room to get a drink of whisky. 
While there he bought a pint, he says, 
paying $1.50 for it. After a while a 
dispute arose as to whether or not 
he had paid for the whisky, :and 
W. E. Strickland, the dead man, ac- 
cording to Sellers, enrsed him and said 
he had not paid for it, and that if 


Sellers’ pockets every cent in them.

MRS. WADE DENIES 
MRO. TYLER CHARGE 


Developments in the controversy 
between officials of the local Ku 
Klux Klan Wednesday switched from 
their previous trend and the spotlight 
was focused on differences existing 
between Mrs. Elizabeth Tyler, pri- 
vate secretary to Edward Young 
Clarke, imperial wizard pro tem, and 
Mrs. L. D. Wade, wife of the former 
imperial kligrapp of the klan. 

Mrs. Wade, in a communication to 
The Constitution, replying to 
published statements of Mrs. 

in Tuesday’s newspapers, 


called over the phone by Mrs. Wade 
and asked her to use her influence in 
having Mr. Wade reinstated, denied 
that this had occurred. Mrs. Wade 
asserts that she “never once asked 
Mrs. Tyler to use her influence to 
have Mr. Wade reinstated.” 

Mrs. Wade declares in her state- 
ment that Mr. C!arke had made three 
separate and distinct attempts to 
“frame” her husband. That he had 
been shadowed by men-.and women of 
disreputable character in the employ 
of the Savage detective agency. -The 
telephone conversation referred to by 
Mrs. Tyler was for the purpose of 
warning Mr. Clarke to at once de- 
sist in his efforts to frame Wade, 
Mrs. Wade stated. // 

“I brand Mrs. Tyler’s statement as 
a falsehod,’”’ Mrs. Wade writes, “that 
L ever held a conversation with her 
in which I sought to induce her to 
use her influence in having Mr. 
Wade reinstated. As a mater of fact, 
up to that time Mr. Wade had not 
been discharged and did not believe 
Clarke had the power to discharge 
him, as Colonel Simmons had told 
him previously he would stand behind 
him and see that he got just, fair and 
klanish treatment. Mr. Wade trusted 
him to do as he promised but Colo- 
nel Simmohs failed him utterly by 
not appearing at the hearing called 
by Mr. Wade.” 

A statement was ‘also issued by 
Wade Wednesday morning in which 
he repeated the charges that the klan 
furnished $15,000 for the defense of 
the Englewood, Ga., raiders. Mr. 
Wade declared while the official rec- 
ords of the klan at the imperial pal- 
ace did not show records the trans- 
action, he (Wade) had Anis posses- 
sion, private correspondence which 
would show conclusively that the 
money was paid in two installments 
of $7,500 each.

To House Labor 
At Tugalo Dam 


Off in a wilderness that six months 
ago had felt the touch of the feet of 
few humans, electric lights can be 
seen burning in scores of cottages. 
In a mountain fastness that had hith- 
erto known no sights but those beau- 
ties that nature had bountifully be- 
stowed and no sound save that of a 
rushing mountain stream, a moving 
picture machine grinds out Parisian 
boulevards, New York skyscrapers and 
the wastes of the Sahara cesert, while 
in a half dozen of those electrically 


illyminated cottages, the peace of the 
night is disturbéd by the latest jazz 
tune, phonograpiaically rendered. 

This little city, sprung out of the 
wilderness, bas been built to house 
the 800 to 1,000 laborers needed to 
complete+the great dam being built 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
vompany to harness the power of the 
Tugalo river. 

The town has everything but paved 
streets that city. civilization boasts, 
and in addition there is the cool, stim- 
ulating mountain air, the breezes that 
blow through the hills throughout the 
summer, and the most picturesque 
scenery that the south can claim. 

Many Negro Laborers. 

The labor employed at the Tugalo 
development will be largely negro and 
the town built for the negro laborers 
is declared to be a model of sanitation, 
comfort and convenience, 

Broad streets mark the settlement, 
which is located on the crest of a 
hill overlooking the rushing Tugalo, 
and gradually sloping down to the 
scene of the work. On either side of 
the street are the cottages for the 
laborers. They are of several sizes. 
There are the small habitations for 
the bachelors and there are larger 
ones for the workmen who bring their 
families along. The bringing of fami- 
lies is encouraged by the company in 
order that the laborers will be perma- 
nently satisfied. ¥ 
Each house is electric lighted, as 
are the streets. Provisions are made 
so that each family can do its own 
cooking, but in addition to that there 
are two mess halls operated under 
company supervision in the town. In 
these mess halls the laborers are boun- 
tifully fed for 20 cents a meal, and 
despite the appetites engendered by 
the work and the mountain air, those 
on the job say there is always plenty. 
In order to make conditions as 
nearly like city conditions as possible, 
there is a movie show operated each 
night for the workers and during the 


for fishing with an ideal trout stream 
within stepping distance of the town. 
Company Operates Store. 

A feature of the town is the store 
operated by the company, where the 
workmen may obtain any of the city 
luxuries from a bottle of sodapop to a 
gallon of gasoline for their automo- 
biles, that is if any of the laborers 
have ‘automobiles. 
The company keeps a physician on 
duty at the town all the time, nor 1s 
the religious life overlooked. Church 
services are held regularly in the) 
movie house, while there are fre- 
quent camp meetings on the banks 
of the river. 
Each house is made of dressed ]um- 
ber, sawed at the company’s own mill 
from timbers right at hiund. ‘The 
houses are furnished and are given 
the laborers free of charge. The com- 
pany also gives the illumination. 

It is expected that the cdncrete 
pouring will begin about July 10.
